EV^RY  DAY  OCCURRENCE- 

Treatment  When  Foreign  ItiMlIes  Are  Swal¬ 
lowed— Protect  I  re  Inflaenee  olViliarm. 

The  “Peanut  Cure”— A  Marveleoa  Ite- 
eoeery. 

Considering  the  frequency  witii  which 
foreign  bodies  are  swallowed, 'especially* 
by  children,  the  l>est  treatment  to  em¬ 
ploy  in  such  cases  should  be  generally 
known.  A  variety  of  such  method.-,  have 
ln-eii  advocated!  but  just  now  the  so  calk'd 
“potato  cure”  apjvara  to  be  the  most 
popular.  Une  physician  not  long  agorc- 
ju.rtcd  that  he  had  successfully  apjilied 
it  with  the  Ust  results  in  three  cases.

for  900  years  alter  the  Bishop  of  Nola 
first  set  up  his  church  bell  in  Campania, 
no  attempts  were  made  at  casting  large 
ones.  The  bell  presented  to  the  church 
at  Orleans  in  the  Eleventh  century 
weighed  but  2,000  pounds,  l»eing  then 
the  largest  in  the  world.  In  the  thir¬ 
teenth  century  bells  of  one,  two  and 
three  tons  weight  were  not  rare.  In  the 
year  1400  the  Jacqueline  was  cast  at 
Paris,  the  first  of  the  great  Ik-lls,  weigh¬ 
ing,  without  the  hammer,  15,000  j*.unds, 
or  6even  and  one  luilf  tons. 

The  rage  for  big  bells  soon  became  a 
passidp.  Seventy-two  years  later  Paris 
almost  doubled  her  first  etlort  in  the  big 
bell  line  by  casting  one  of  twelve  and  a 
half  tons.  The  big  bell  of  Rouen  was 
cast  in  1501.  It  weighed  36,304  pounds. 

The  largest  l«ell  in  the  world  at  the 
present  time,  or  that  ever  lias  been,  is 
the  famous  King  of  Bells,  now  at  Mos- 
i  cow,  Russia.  It  was  cast  in  thq  year 
1732* partly  from  fragments  of  another 
I  great  bell  called  the  Giant*,  which  w  as 
;  broken  in  the  early  part  of  the  Seven- 
,  teenth  century  by  falling  from  its  sup¬ 
port. 

The  Giant,  although  not  as  large  as  the 
I  one  of  which  its  fragments  now  form  a 
part,  was,  nevertheless,  no  pigmy,  as  the 
reader  may  infer  upon  being  informed 
that  its  weight  was  not  less  than  288.0U0 
pounds!  It  is  said  to  have  taken  the  com¬ 
bined  strength  of  twenty-f< «ur ’ men  to 
ring  the  Giant  in  his  palmy  days.  The 
King  ot  Bells.  like  the  Giant,  lias  liad  tiie 
misfortune  to  get  broken,  l  ive  yearsaf- 
ter  it  was  cast,  jn  1737.  during  a  great 
fire,  a  heavy  timlicr  fell  against  the  King 
and  broke  an  immense  three  cornered 
pieee  from  its  side,  leaving  a  gap  wide 
enough  to ndiufttwoiiicn walking  abreast. 
It  is  now  on  the  ground  and  is  said  to  have 
Iwvii  usiil  almut  ten  years  ago  as. a  place 
of  worship,  the  gap  in  the  side  serving  as 
a  means  of  ingress  and  egress.  The  w  ri-
